Prevent arms race 
from outer space 

New York. Wiih an over- 
whelming iiiajnnty tho First 
Commlllcc (Political and Secur- 
ity Quasi ions | of iho UN General 
Assembly has passed a resolu- 
tion on preventing ihe extension 
of lha arms race tnio outer 
space, sponsored by non-aligned 
countries with active support 
from the Soviet Union. This do- 
cument reflects tho basic direc- 
tion and tho essence of the So- 
viet proposal "Ihe Use of Outer 
Space Exclusively (or Peaceful 
Purposes, lor tho Benefit ol 
Mankind" put forward as an ur- 
gent and important initiative at 
the present session. 

The resolution, adopted by tho 
United Nations, calls on all 
countries to refrain from the usa 
of force In outer space and to 
actively work towards making 
Its use solely peaceful. With this 
decision the United Nations has 
for the first lime dearly pul on 
record the need lo renounce Ihe 
usa ol fores In outer space ac- 
tivities of the states.

The 
USA stood against a draft reso- 
lution by Argentina, India, Me- 
xico and Sweden on ending fhe 
nuclear arms race. The nations 
led by Washington also ob- 
jected to a proposal by a group 
ol non-ailgned ' nations on Im- 
mediate nudoer weapons test 
ban. 

For the sake of Justice it 
should be mentioned that Wash- 
ington did support certain deci- 
sions [though less than half of 
themj on Ihe Issues under con- 
sideration. But, these, as stressed 
In UN circles, were on secon- 
dary matters rather than Ihosa 
critically needed to end the 
arms race. 

Notwithstanding the Import- 
ance of UN resolutions, they are 
not binding. At the same , time, 
the big and military powerful 
states which refuse jo comply 
with UN prjqdples and recom- 
mendations, extremely com- 
plicate efforts aimed it. reducing 
the military threat ind achieving 
disarmament.
